PRESIDENT GRANT BENT ON THE CONQUEST OF ‘‘ MORMON THEGCRACY.” HB 
APPOINTS SHAFFER GOVERNOR FOR THAT PURPOSE. DBSATH OF SHAFFER.

As to Governor Shaffer’s next para- 
graph, I fail to see the point as stated. 
As has been the usage in the Territory 
for years past, and in accordance with 
the laws thereof, orders were issued 
for the holding of the regular Fall 
muster of the military of the Territory 
in their respective districts. These 
orders were dated August 16th, 1870. 
Some thirty days after, Governor 

Shaffer issued his proclamation pro- 
hibiting the holding of musters, drills, 
etc. In my communication to him, 
I simply asked him to suspend the 
Operation of that proclamation until 
the 20th of November, that the Fall 
musters might be completed—they 
having already been held in. some of 
thé districts—in order that I might 
comply with the request of the depart; 
ment made through the Adjt.-General’s 
office, for Washington City, asking 
for the annual return of the militia of 
Utah Territory, in accordance with 
the provisions of the Act of Congress 
(sec. 1), approved March 20, 1803. 
ow this can be construed into an 
attempt to ‘‘nullify” the laws of 
ongress escapes my penetration, 
bit, on the contrary it appears to me 
that the proclamation of Governor 
Shaffer is calculated to produce that 
résult.

1 am of. the opinion that the people 
of the Territory, according to the 
constitution, have the right to bear 
arms—that the Legislative Assembly 
had the right to organize the militia— 
that Congress had the right to declare 
that the general officers should be 
elected by the people in such a man- 
ner as the respective Legislatures of 
the States and Territories may provide 
by law; that the Governors of the 
States and Territories are Command- 
ers-in-chief of the militia, the same 
as the President of the United States 
is Commander in chief of the armies 
and navies of the United States, with 
Generals and Admirals under him 
commanding ; that the military or- 
ganization of our Territory follows 
that of the Federal Government more 
closely, perhaps, than that of any 
other Territory or State in the Union ; 
and that Governors and Commanders- 
in-chief are as much the creatures of 
law as any other officers, and while 
they exercise a higher jurisdiction, 
they are as amenable to law as the 
humblest officer or citizen. . 

I will not take up your valuable 
space, neither will I condescend to 
make reference to the concluding 
paragraphs of his letter. My only 
object has been to vindicate the Legis- 
lative Assembly, myself and the — 
ple, as to our rights under the law, 
so unwarrantably assailed in the oom - 
munication of Governor Shaffer.

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is allowed to do what he can, and 
leave off work when he pleases; the 
man with a sickly constitution is put 
to some light labor that he can do, 
and receives the same as his healthy 
brother ; the poor widow who may be 
left with her family of small chil 

is relieved of the care and anxiety 
providing for their wants, they are 
protected and looked after, and have 
the same as the rest. All these things 
are facts that Iam an eye-witness to. 
A spirit of love and good feeling exists 
with us, and a growing disposition to 
keep the commandments of God, and 
love our neighbor as ourselves. Our 
business is all carried out on system, 
our labor is all arranged so that ever 
man can be employed at that for 
which he is best adapted; we are 
almost self sustaining, and produce 
nearly everything that we consume; 


we now number over 500 souls in our 


settlement that are thus co-operating 
together, and the Lord is blessing 
and prospering us in our labors yearly. 
I can testify that I never saw a more 
honest, industrious, God-fearing come 
pany of men and wemen, or girls and 
boys, in all my travels on this earth. 
Such a thing as a drunken person I 
bave not known, in fact, we never 
take intoxicating drinks of any kind. 
I do not know of au idle person, but 
every man and boy seems willing to 
work for the general interest of the 
whole. There is no swearing or 
quarreling, but the spirit of love and 
confidence is on the increase. But,” 
says one, are there no trials under 
sach conditions?” Yes, human nature 
is the same there as here, and the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ requires the 
same spirit of obedience and self- 
sacrifice now that it did anciently. It 
was a trial in those days to give up 
all and follow the Master, ind it has 
been a trial for thousands of people 
in this country as well as in others.

It is all, very 
well—all easy to talk about how much 
we love Jesus, how much we pray to 
him, and how much we understand of 
the divine influence, but when we 
come to have the plumb and square 
aced on our hearts and feelings, as 
it was to the young man who came to 
our Savior wishing to know what be 
should do to inherit eternal life; when 
the answer came that he should give 
up his all, then came trial; he thought 
be was a very good man before, was 
strictly religious, kept all the com- 


mandments from his youth up, but 
where was the trial of his faith? It is 
the same with us—nothing but a oon- 
scientious sense of duty could have 
caused the Latter-day Saints to do 
what they have done and what they 
are doing, and when I have seen what 
I have, and know what I do of their 
integrity, and of their practice of the 
principle of giving up all for the;Gos- 
pel’s sake, who can say to me that itis 
all a delusion, and proceeds from a 
corrupt tree Or an impure fountain! 
Can the world show or give a better 
pattern, one that comes nearer to the 
practical teaching of our Lord and 
Savior? If they can, I would love to 
see it. I will admit there are a great 
many good and benevolent institutions.

It will not do to start with the pro- 
position that polygamy must be wrong 
because popular opinion is against it.

The Antediluvians disagreed with the 
builder of the ark, and the founder of 
the Christian faith was condemned by 
the most learned, pious and respece 
table of bis age and country. Neither 
will it answer to take some isolated 
case of wrong-doing by a polygamic 
household, and on their improprie- 
ties argue that the whele system is 
wrong.

CAN WE COMPROMISE? 

THERE is nothing desirable in being in opposition; but few are so combative 
in character us to brave needlessly the opinions, the good feelings, and the 
influence of their fellows ; must prefer to sink their. differences, to hide their 
idiosyncracies, to conceal their real sentiments, when these run counter to 
their financial or s:.cial interests; they do not jeopardize social standing, or 
sacrifice associations which are pleasant at the bidding of crotchet or whim, 
and scarcely for well understood principles or genuine conviction will the 
average man defy that which gives good name, respectability, and local 
popularity. To row against the stream requires much manly vigor, and an 
individuality which is not common ; to float idly down stream is easy, to set 
all sail so as to catch the breath of en applause makes jolly sailing among 
mankind ; to be passive, unquestioning, without self-assertion and real moral 
force, is no pbenomenon among our race; strong convictions, decided ideas, 
personal independence, and tenacity of purpose, are the characteristics of the 
few, yet those who possess these qualities are the important creators of history, 
they pioneer the nations, they move the world; osteutatiously, and in public 
life maybe sometimes, but more often in silent action, by unity of purpose, 
with the inspiring force of possessed convictions, these unknown heroes move 
to higher truths the aggregate of mankind ! 

This class may be the butt of a nation, may_bear its scathing scorn and 
* ibe may be cast beyond the protection of its laws, the boundaries of its 

vilization, aud become even the object of its contempt and pity, but no syren 
whispers compromise to them, no soul breathes infidelity to the cherished 
truth, no public market finds its members vending their convictions for a 
morsel of bread ; moral heroes, native giants, uncrowned kings, they sow the 
seeds, which germing, blooming, nen in the ages, gives life and shelter to 
increasing hosts. 

Just of this tenacious calibre are the vast majority of the members of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints; they have had to brave in the 
assertion of principle, in the preaching of the Gospel, in the practice of its 
truths, the traditious, the education, the opinions, the wealth, and the influence 
by which they were surrounded; every sect and religious organization has 
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deen arrayed against them, every secular theorist has repudiated their methods, 
‘and the universal Verdict has been and is, that their disintegration and disso- 
Jation were merely a question of time; that pablic opinion, legal enactment, 
and political proscription, apart or jointly, will dissolve the growing fabric, or 
reduce it to the common level; others have said that education, the friction of 
schools, the“ Power of the Press, - the extension of the forum and pulpit, 

wotld sap the foundation of the coming kingdom ; all these quack practitioners 
misunderstand their patient, they do not realize that he has been baptized in 
‘controversy, that be has been trained amid the forces which stimulate their 
faith, that he is familiar with their artillery, with their weapons of offence and 
defence, that the range of every gun and power of every shot has been accu- 
rately guaged, and that the storming party are at every disadvantage in laying 
siege to institutions manned by soldiers of intelligence, who are the veterans 
of many a well fought field. 

Some religionists will admit that the system they oppose is in harmony with 
the Scriptures, that the application of the accepted ‘‘ Standard“ demonstrates 
dts consistency and superiority over others, but they-deprecate all idea of 
modern origin, they will tell you that you must abandon all assertion of reve- 
lation, all ministration of angels, all assumption of the prophetic character, 
and all implied communication with the heavens; they say, if you will only 
abate these claims a little, if you will assume only, just as much as other 
churches, that yours was purely the invention of Joseph Smith, that from his 
-own intelligence, unaided of angel or revelation, he evolved from the sacred 
writings the ordinances, the organization, the doctrines of his Church, we 
should be willing to meet him on a common platform, we would award him 
the title of Reverend, we would bid you God speed ; our interests then would 
be mutual, you could build and occupy, you could educate and create a mini- 
terial and clerical autocracy, and into the great family of Christians (h we 
would give you kindly greeting and an abundant welcome! But when you 


insist upon angels, upon revelation, upon Prophets, upon authority, we have 


-none of these, and consequently you outrival us, you make our position question- 


able, you suggest ugly enquiries, and in self. defence we are obliged to ignore, 


we must ridicule, we cannot do less than give you a bad name; any other 
action would be suicidal], any other course would destroy our a break 


up our organizations, take away our bread and butter, and compel us to labor 


fer the sustenance of our families. 

Of course we know that all these characteristics you claim have been, that 
in fact they make the Scriptures what they are; withdraw from them the 
angels, silence the voice of revelation, sweep away the Prophets, and The 
Books“ are gone—but they are now matters of history, let them there in quiet 


rest, and the less we say about them all the better, or if unwelcome thought 


12 we can stifle that by authoritative declaration, (the one solitary exhi- 
bition of unity in Christendom, ) that these things only belonged to a Laer 
age, and are now no longer needed. (I) 

However, there are those who under the circumstances would not be too 
critical in regard to these principles, providing we would remit—the Gather- 
ing ; they would be willing to accept Joseph Smith as a Prophet, would believe 
that angels committed to him the keys, that revelation is possible, practicable, 
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and desirable, if they could only believe this at home, at their own. fireside 
and in their own nation, if they could undisturbedly pursue the even tenor 
of their way.” Love of home, friends, country, business, money, ease, all 
protest against this gathering, and while for a man to accept angels, etc., etc,, 
ie all reasonable, Scriptural, delightful, to think that religion can not be he 
that God can not be served, that salvation can not be obtained in old England, 
savors of fanaticism, it is not common sense, it limits the power of God, and 
calls for sacrifice greater than we can afford to make. Show them that Israel, 
when led by the Lord, was always a gathering people, that it was always a 
Bible doctrine, that prophecy points to it as a.great characteristic of the latter 
days, and that. Divine purpose will remain without it unfulfilled, and you 
evoke a strain of obloquy, a charge of folly, and exhibition of disparagement 
which no amount of Bible evidence can modify or overthrow. 

There are others, however, who would be willing to accept the gathering 
even, but they stand afar off, pondering the difficult problem of the Patri- 
archal order of Celestial Marriage—they can stand any and all other principles 
but that ; that is the bugbear of their imaginations, the last straw on their 
backs, the last nail in their coffins ; no matter how they may have personally 
yielded to the pressure of Gentile temptation, no matter how far advanced in 
years, 80 the more unlikely to be subject of offer or the victim. of acceptance, 
in pious horror, as if almost immaonlate in virtue and unstained in purity, 
they call this the crowning evil, and its practice the most deadly sin ; the 
forget evidently that their blessed Book, their dear Patriarchs, Prophets, a4 
holy men of God, that their loving Jesus, their grand Apostles, the chosen 
people of God, were among the advocates and lived in the practice of this 
principle; that God approbated, regulated, commanded, and blessed the insti- 
tution ; that it is in connection with other truths the sworn foe of impurity, 
the e angel of virtue, the avenue of progressive and endless inorease, 
and the legitimate blessing of the faithful. Through the spectacles of tradi- 
tion, of Babylon, of impure conceptions, they decry this practice of the great 
and good, and yet with a fatuity born of ignorance, they look with earnest eye 
to future association with those who by virtue of fidelity to this and other 
principles, will not only have entree, but will find emblegoned upon the gates 
of the New Jerusalem, the honored names of Israel’s mighty dead ! 

What, then, in the midet of this pressure of the outer courts of the Gentiles, 
or that among those who profess to be Saints, shall be our watchword and our 
stand! We answer that we did not originate these points or principles in 
question, we ha ve accepted them in our faith, we have wrought them into the 
fabric of our lives ; we have proved their charscier and had testimony of their 
divine origin; hence we have no compromise, to offer, professed friend and open 
enemy in this respect are both alike to us; our desires are to be for God, for 
his truth and for bis kingdom ; we accept the Prophet, we accept the promise 
and fact of revelation, we accept the ministration of angels, we accept the 
gathering, we accept polygamy, and we feel no responsibility or mortification 
in regard to them or any other principle of the divine economy ; we are not 
disposed to be critical, to be censorious, or to call in question the wisdom of 
the Almighty ; His truth is abundantly able to take care of itself, yet it is 
honorable to vindicate its character, to extol its claims, to be its living repre 
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sentatives, and to take the advice of old, ‘‘Contend earnestly for the faith 

ence (and now) delivered to the Saints.” Our motto is, ‘‘ Trust in God,” our
